Dry Weather ami Shade Trees. 
Complaints have been made during 
’he pa^t few weeks of the dying of 
shade trees. 
The top of the tree, or the present 
season s growth, begins to appear dry 
and dead. Soon all the leaves are dead 
and fall off. Trees In this condition 
are dying for the lack of moisture and 
nothing can be done for them after it 
is noticed. The remedy is prevention. 
If one intends to keep shade trees in 
a healthy, growing condition in Ok­ 
lahoma towns it is necessary to give 
them special attention and sometimes 
even to water them. When one has 
some nice trees he is especially anx­ 
ious to keep it will pay to give spec­ 
ial care to the trees and to have them 
ready to withstand the severest test 
possible should it come. 
The first and most important re- 
qquirement is cultivation. The soil 
should be kept free from vegetation 
for at least five or six feet on all sides 
of the tree. This circle should be spad 
ed up in the spring and worked down 
to a dust mulch which should be main 
talned during the entire season by 
frequent cultivation. 
If one desires to water, the soil can 
be cultivated so as to form a sort of 
basin around the tree. The water can 
be run into this and can thus reach 
the roots. When watering any sort of 
plants it should be remembered that 
a thorough soaking once a week is 
much better than simply moistening 
the top one.half inch or one inch of 
soil every day. As soon after water­ 
ing as possible the soil should be cul­ 
tivated and the dust mulch secured 
so as to prevent evaporation. 
If one desires to go to a little more 
expense he can place about four four- 
inch drain tile around the tree. These 
tiles should be placed on end about 
three or four feet from the tree, the 
lower end slanting slightly toward the 
tree. The tile may be placed in the 
ground from fifteen to twenty-four 
inches. Once a week or oftener one 
may let the water run into the tile 
until full and a good watering of the 
roots will be secured.—Leonard G. 
Herron, Department of Horticulture 
and Botany, Oklahoma A. and M. Col­ 
lege, Stillwater.
